Toronto has been selected as the site for the new $3,000,000 sheet and 
tin pLate works of the Follansbee Brother* company, it was officially am 
DOU,iced Saturday by William Canfield, of Follansbee, W. Va., manager of 
the Follansbee Brothers’ mills. 
The new plant will be located on a level in acre site in Jeddo. just 
west of the Toronto corporate limits, donated by Toronto citizens as an in­ 
centive to landing the mill. 
The property was purchased for $65,000 from 
funds raised by popular subscription in Toronto and vicinity. 
Extensive 
coal holdings adjoining the mill site are included In the free grant 
'The works will employ approximately 1,000 men and will Include foul 
40-toil open hearth steel furnaces, four side-door ingot furnaces, one 1500-ton 
hydraulic press, one 30-lnch reversing bar mill and ten Mulshing mills. VV 01 k 
will be started at once on the preliminary grading work to reduce tho atte 
to building specifications. 
Actual work on the erection of the huge mill wail 
begin early in the spring, it was announced Saturday.

The landing of the big Follansbee Brothers' mill in Toronto means an 
inevitable building boom for the Little Jefferson county town. 
An eastern 
housing corporation has arranged to begin work at once on the erection of 
between 200 and 3<>0 residences to house tile incoming skilled workmen who 
w ill be attracted to the city. 
A half a dozen upper Ohio Valley towns made a tight for the b.g I ob 
lansbee mill when it was announced that the $3.000,<»)0 plant would be located 
In this vicinity. 
Wellsburg, VV. Va., Follansbee, VV. Va., and other towns 
waged spirited campaigns to Induce the mill officials to select sites in their 
cities.
